He 
s a man of amiable disposition, a phy- 
sician of skill, and has the b*ppy fac- 
ulty of procuring such assistants as are 
required to carry out his mild and hu- 
mane system of governing the demented 
>eople nnder his care. The insane 
rere brought up on the 2d of July. At 
that time there were 21 of them who, 
under Dr. Clarke's control, were oou- 
sidered unmanageable, and had their 
arms pinioned by heavy leather straps. 
By kind treatment Dr. Daweon has so 
!ar subdued 21 out of this number as-tb 
relieve them of their cruel bandages. 
The other three, BO far, have proved in- 
tractible and are still bound. 
We are 


glad to notice the fact of Dr. Dawson's 
success, and that he has been' so judi- 
cioo.8 iu the selection of his corps of 
aids, for we confess to having enter- 
tained and expressed the apprehension 
that he would not be likely to prove an 
efficient Superintendent for the want of 
special knowledge and experience in the 
treatment of insane. But we are satis- 
fied by the assurance of Mr. Hansen that 
he and his assistants, Dr. Martin, As- 
sistant Superintendent, Dr. Dawson's 
brother commissary, and Mrs. Walker 
matron, have a natural tact for the deli- 
cate charge they have assumed and that 
the duties devolving upon them will be 
faithfully and skillfully performed. 


Mr. Hansen nays that from calcula- 


tions made upon statements of future 
actual expenses the State will save at 
least $10,000 a year by keeping the in- 
sane at home. The money spent will 
also be disbursed among our own peo- 
ple. Moreover, he is convinced that the 
insane will be better cared for, and that 
whenever any of them are restored to 
reason they will be immediately set at 
liberty, the management having already 
discharged quite a number, not having 
any interest of their own to keep in re- 
straint the unfortunates after they be- 
come sane.
